Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 20.—[ Special. }—Mayor 
E. A. Noonan today formally announced him- 
self a candidate for reélection. He made the

\ FELL INTO AN EXCAVATION.

William Sullivan Painfully Injured at 
; State and Madison Streets. 

William Sullivan, a saloonkeeper, 35 years 
of age, and residing at No. 20 South Clark 
street, stepped from a State street cable train 
going north at Madison street shortly before 1 
o’clock yesterday morning, and as he started 
to go acroas the tracks.he slipped on one of the 
rails and fell into an excavation that the rail-

REVOLUTION PREDIOTED IN RAIL- 
WAY OAR BUILDING. 


Mr. F. U. Adams, a Chicago Inventor, Has 
Secured Patents Which He Claims Will 
‘Permit Passenger Trains to Attain a 
Speed of Over 100 Miles an Hour, with 
Perfect Ventilation, Freedom from 
Smoke, Dust, and Grime, and Warmth 
from the Waste Heat of the Locomotive. 


Six patents were issued at Washington last 
Tuesday to f. U. Adams of Chicago which 
are iatended to protect an invention of more 
than ordinary importance. If the claims set 
forth by Mr. Adams in his patents, and which 
are more fully described in a treatise pub- 
lished yesterday, are half realized the next 
decade will witness a revolution in the sci- 
The the- 
ories advanced by the, inventor will certainly 
command the attention of all railroad men 
and possess an interest for every one identi- 
fied in any way with the problem of rapid 
transit. 

Speeds equaling or exceeding 100 miles an 
hour; a radical change in construction, secur- 
ing a perfect ventilation; a train free from 
end to end of smoke, dust, or grime, and 
warmed by the waste heat of the losomotive— 
such in brief are the most important claims 
made by Mr. Adams for his inventions. To 
attain these ends he proposes to make no rad- 
ical changes in the existing construction of 
railway cars, but maintains that the tens of 
thousands of cars now doing passenger serv- 
ice can be remodeled at an expense nom- 
mal compared with the benefits which will 
be the result of such alterations. The in- 
ventions are the result of two years’ study, 
although the ideas on which the inven- 
tions are based originated with Mr. Adams 
several years ago. The inventions are made 
the subject of a well-written and finely illus- 
trated book, issued yesterday by Rand, Mc- 
Nally & Co., entitled ‘‘ Atmospheric Resist- 
ance; Its Relation to the Speed of Railway 
Trains, with an Improved System of Heating 


and Ventilating Cars.’”’ In this work the au- 


these inventions is that pertaining to . the 
effect of the atmospheric resistance on trains 
moving at varying velocities. Upon this sub- 
ject Mr. Adams has made an exhaustive study 
and presents for the first time a treatise in 
support of his theory which cannot fail to 
command widespread interest, and which may 
lead to important changes in the construc- 
tion of railway trains. The most re- 
markable feature of this branch of the 
inventions 1s that Mr. Adams has taken 

ion of a field which, while not extirely 
overlooked, has been deemed too barren by 
former students of railway mechanics to 
promise results worthy of careful research

In “ Atmospheric 
Resistance’’ Mr. Adams devotes a chapter to 
the history of Sir Henry’s study of this ques- 
thon, which makes it still more difficult to 
understand hew nearly half a century could 
roll by without some one having arisen tu 
take upthe work where Bessemer laid it 
down. In 1847 Sir Henry Bessemer becaine 
interested in the study of atmospheric re- 
sistance, and conducted a series of experi- 
ments with model railway carriages, He 
built six cars with an engine, and strung them

He attached a single car to the motive power, 


attained a speed of forty-five miles an hour,” 


portation, the architect of the first railroad train 
designed it so that it offered the greatest possible 
resistance to the medium through which it had to 
pass. Nearly a century has rolled by, and great 
minds have elaborated his design. Atrain has 
been evolved which stands as an embodiment of 
unscientific form in railroad construction. What 
is that construction? 

Every schoolboy knows that a flat surface offers 
the greatest resistance to the wind, and that this 
resistance decreases in proportion as the angle de- 
creases fromthe right angle. This, one of the 
simplest and best understood of all philosophical 
facts, has been ignored by railroad engiueers and 
car-builders. The train of today isa succession 
of planes, held perpendicularly to the line of re- 
sistance. It may be necessary to call attention to 
the fact that atmospheric resistance is 
the same when a isk or surface is 
forced through the air at a given velocity as 
if that same disk wasstationary and withstood 
moving air at an equal velocity. In other words, 
a train moving sixty miles per hour in perfectly 
stiliair has to overcome the force of a es 
gale. Did you everface a sixty-mile gale? Did 


mating the square of the _ velocity. 
He maintains that at all speeds 
above forty miles an hour the atmospheric 
pressure absurbs not less than 75 per cent of 
the total power of the engine, and contends 
that with the factor of atmospheric resistance 
reduced as it will be by the pro con- 
struction the speed of joo miles an hour is 
easily attainable with locomotives of the ex. 
isting construction. The claim is made that 
the higher average speeds of English and con- 
tinental express trains over those of Ameri- 
can construction is due to the fact that 
their cars are coupled only eighteen 
inches apart, while our care are coupled 
seven feet apart, thereby giving the air more 
direct force against the ends of the cars, 
though much of this advantage of close 
coupling is lost in the greater number of 
(short) cars on the English trains. In a chap- 
ter devoted to locomotives, the writer main- 
tains that the startling increase in railroad 
accidents is due to the craze now pre- 
vailing in railroad’ circles for high 
speeds, and the consequent construction 
of extremely heavy and powerful locomotives. 
The failure to attain high speeds by 
aduption of devices intended to reduce 
wheel and axle friction was a surprise and dis- 
appointment to railroad mechanics. They 
could conceive of but one remaining method 
of attaining higher speeds, that of increasing 
the locomotive power. As a consequence 
there are in operation passenger engines 
weighing 120 tons! The writer charges that 
these engines break rails, destroy roadbeds, 
crush culverts and bridges, and, in spite of 
their tremendous power, do not materially in- 
crease the speed of trains. He says: 

The heavy engine is not a necessity. A locomo- 
tive weighing sixty tons can baul a train of ten 
cars constructed after my designs up ordinary 
grades and around moderate gusyen, ot speeds of 
sixty, seventy, and eighty miles an hour. | can 
take one of the little, old-fashioned engines— 
which was rejected twenty years ago—attach 
it to a train construc on scientific 
wrinciples, and beat the time of any 
imited express or fast mail train in 
the country. The locomotive of the future will 
be designed to haul a train constructed to mini- 
mize atmospheric resi: tance, and will not be com- 
elled to force a series of perpendicalar flat sur- 
aces against the dense medium through which it 
is passing. Locomotives will probably have eight 
er nine foot driving wheels, and will run over 100 
pound rails laid on a solid roadbed. Then, and 
not until then, will be realized the “ engineer's 
dream of 100 miles an hour.”

Yet the pressure of the air at sixty miles an hour 
is nearly equal to that of water at ten miles an 
hour. 

These familiar examples of the resisting quali- 
ties of the air have been ignored, for some inex- 
plicable reason, by the men who have designed 
railroad trains. Is it not time to conform,to one 
of nature’s plainest laws? In startling contrast to 
the blindness displayed by railroad “ economists” 
is the wisdom and engineering skill exhibited 
by the builders of steamships. The naval arch- 
itect has been studying the tines along the hull of 
his boat, seeking to discover how a pound of 
resistance can be saved by changing its contour 
the fraction of an inch. Had he followed the 
policy of the railroad engineer he would have 
constracted a boat with flat square bows like a 
scow and made frequent indentations along the 
sides, ending with a square stern.

Critically observe the conduct of a passenger 
train from the time it palls out of a station until 
it attains a maximum speed.

With hardly an- 
other effort the speed is increased to ten miles an 
hour. At this point the engineer may pull the 

hrottle back a notch; but it is easy work up to

erful retarding influence begins to be felt. What 
is it? Assuming that the run is being made on a 
straight and level track there are but three forms 
of resistance worthy of consideration: Wheel, 
axle, and atmospheric friction. There is nothing 
to prove that the friction of either wheel or axle 
increases with speed.

Frederick U. Adams, the invertor of this 
system, was born in Waltham, Mass., Dec. 10, 
1859. His father, John 8S. Adams, was for 
several years employed with the Waltham 
Watch company, and in 1866 moved to Elgin, 
Ill,, and for fifteen years was identified with 
the Elgin National Watch company, and is a 
weil-known inventor and mechanical en- 
gineer. The subject of this sketch received a 
good training in mechanics, and in 1881 
came to Chicago and engaged in the design- 
ing of machinery. In this he was fairly suc- 
cessful, but was obliged to temporarily aban- 
don bis profession on account of a threatened 
loss of eyesight. In 1885 Mr. Adams accepted 
a position as reporter on the Chicago Daily 
News, and for six years has been actively en- 
gaged as a reporter on Chicago papers, 
two years of that time being em- 
ployed on Tux Cuicaco Treunz. Dur- 
ing this time he has not abandoned 
his studies in the mechanical field. Mr, 
Adams is the inventor of an_ electric lamp- 
post, which has been adopted by the City of 
Chicago. He has also invented and designed 
maby of the eiectric-light towers now erected 
in various parts of tne United States.

SHALL AGE BE TOLD? 


VIEWS-OF REPRESENTATIVE WOMEN 
ON AN IMPORTANT SUBJECT. 


The General Sentiment Seems to Be That 
It Is Unnecessary for Members of the 
Gentle Sex to Proclaim Their Years from 
the Housetops—Mrs. A. M. Palmer, Mrs, 
Frank Leslie, and Mrs, Lillie Devereaux 
Blake All Pronounce Against It—Una- 
voidable on Many Accounts. : 

Is it necessary for a woman to tell her age? 
This is the question propounded to several 
representative women by the New York Morn- 
ing Journal, and this is what they axcswered: 
Mrs. A. M. Palmer said characteristically: 
Why should a woman tell her age? It seems 
to me that as far as the law is concerned all 
the jurisdiction it should have over the age of 
@ woman is where it makes her responsible 
for her actions at 18 or 21. After that fact is 
established Ido not see what difference it 
makes in any case in which she may be in- 
volved as to whether she is 30 or 50 years old, 
and I dcn’t think such a question should ever 
be asked in court of a woman. 

I know lots of women who are extremely 
sensitive regarding their age. Who can 
blame them? It takes a great deal of covr- 
age to grow old gracefully, and if they are 
foolish about it the men certainly ought not 
to object, as they are themseives the cause of 
it. They gease their attentions to a woman 
when she begins to show traces of approach- 
ing age, and transfer them to younger and 
fresher faces. 

I think that this desire to keep young and 
look young on the part of woman is a thing to 
be AP cect | rather than ridiculed. The efforts 
they make to produce this effect are really 
caused by their desire to retain their places in 
the hearts of husbands and lovers. 

I know women who haven’t the slightest 
hesitancy in telling their ages. One friend 
always celebrates her birthday, but she is stall 
a very handsome woman with a devoted hus- 
band. Think how hard it is for an unmar- 
ried woman who is steadily growing older and 
has no good looks to help her out. I am glad 
to say that the many clubs and societies that 
women are now interested in are gradually 
making them care leas as to how old tney have 
become, as they furnish more serious interests 
than the world of society has ever afforded. 

A women 1s never satisfied with her looks 
when she gets dressed to go out, even after 
spending hours before her looking-glass in her 
endeavor to make herself appear beautiful in 
the eyes of friends. A man never has such 
fears: he goes to his mirror, gives himself a 
few brushes and strokes, and then a satisfied 
glance at his make-up, as much as to say, 
“There now, how can she resist me?’”’ Notso 
with a woman. She prinks and fumes over 
herself, and when finished gives an anxious 
last look, and says tremulously: * Dear me!

Mrs, Frank Leslie’s Theory. 


Mrs. Frank Leslie declares that in stating 
her, age even 1n a cuurt of law, she could only 
do so *“‘to the beat of her knowledge and be- 
lief.”’

A woman should not be obliged to swear to 
her exact age, as she might easily be accused 
of willful perjury. Howcan she possibly of 
her own knowledge state the exact date of her 
birth?

No, I see no reason whatever for giving an 
autobiography of yourself to every chance ac- 
qguaintance. I think that is asubject which 
belongs solely and exclusively to the individual 
herself, and should no more be entered upon 
without her sanction than the privacy of her 
boudoir. 

There 1s no question, however, that men are 
as sensitive as women on the subject of their 
age, and even more so. Women will evade 
the pertinent question with consummate tact, 
and, without actually telling a falsehood, will 
give the impression of their still being very 
youthful: but men will invariably tell the 
most unblushing lies on the subject. 

Mrs. Lillie Devereux Blake Testifies, 

Mrs. Lillie Devereux Blake, the well-known 
lecturer, says: 

I find men just as vain as women in re- 
gard to suppressing the fact of their correct 
ages, and it is surprising to see to what an ex- 
tent they carry their little deceptions in that 
direction. I knew oneold man who was cer- 
tainly 60 or over, and whose strenuous efforts 
in dress and manners to make himself appear 
young were most amusing. 

As to the question of the necessity of a 
woman’s telling her exact age I don’t think 
she is called ‘upon to do so. It 1s purelya 
personal affair and the question really should 
never be asked. In reference to publie 
women, however, it seems much better for 
them to frankly state their ages. I doit asa 
sort of self-protection, for there are many who 


say: 

‘Why, Mrs. Blake must be about 70 now; 
she has been lecturing such a long time.”’ 
Others would count back to the years 1859, 
when my first magazine story appeared, and 
arrived at the conclusion that 1 “ must as- 
surediy have been 30 then.”’ I was, however, 
if 1 remember rightly, about 23 years old. 
Taking these things into consideration then, 
I think a woman in public life will find her- 
self much younger by taking the public into 
her confidence regarding the date of her birth 
than if she left it to the world’s opinion. 

The matter of a woman’s correct age, how- 
ever, it would seem, could not have any bear- 
ing whatever on any court case she might be 
drawn inte. An old, trite saying runs: “A 
woman is as old as she looks, and a man as 
old as he’ feels.”’

Games Are Better Liked than Dancing by 
Most Small Folk. 

Those who have studied the philosophy of 
children’s parties say that children find greater 
entertainment in games than in dancing.

Magic lantern slides are a pleas- 
ant relief after games, but children feel inore 
quickly tired sitting still than when in motion, 
and even for ashort time the magic lantern 
needs a lively a4pokesman, says the New York 
Sun. The prestidigitateur and Punch and 
Judy are most pepularly in demand, but 
neither of these is as satisfying as that small 
importance which every child feels in helping 
to make the fun. A mother says that two 
young fellows who don’t mind making them- 
selves ridiculous are better than any ventrilo- 


quist or master of legerdemain. ‘ 

A new gatne introduced is played with a 
feather.
